In those days the old 
military road from Oiezu to Kittanning | 
in Western Pennsy!vania made a way ia | 
the woois for the hunters. For a dis- 
tance cf i60 miles it led right through 
the forests, then unbroken, save here 
a wind fall or a pigeon- 


tcaders do not know the character of a | 
pigeon slashin:. Pigeon-slashings are 
made by the noble red man where pige- 
ons are nesting. The dusky warrior |

THE HEBREW HELL. 


It Bears Seven Names Exch of Wh'en 
Has Speaial Significance. 

The names of hell in Hebrew are, ac- 
cording to a rabbinic commentator, 
seven. It is called Abaddon. or De- 
struction, according to Joshva ben 
Levi, in the passage: ‘Shall Thy toving 
kindness be declared in the grave or 
Thy faithfulness in destruction?” 
(Psalm, Ixxxviii, 11.) Tsalmayeth, or 
the shadow of Death, in “such as sit in 
darkness and in the shadow of death,” 
(Psalm cevii., 10.) Sheol, in the com- 
mencement of the lamentation of the 
Prophet Jonah, when he says: “Out of 
the belly ef hell [Sheol} cried I,” 
(Jonah 1i., 2,) Shachath or Bir Shachath, 
corruption of the well of corruption, in 


| “neither witt Thou suffer thine holy 


one to see corruption;” (Psalm xvbL, 
10.) For Shaon, the cistern of sound— 
that is, the sound of tho echoes in its 
hollow vastness, in “He brought me up 
also out a horrible pit.” (Psalm xl, 3) 
These last two words, having the 
marginal annotation Hebrew a pit of 
tumult, aro interpreted “a cistern of 
sound” by Joshua ben Levi. Tit 
Hayyaven, or mire of clay, as in ‘the 
continuation of the preceding passage, 
“out of the miry clay,” and Eretz 
Tachtith, the lower land, or the 
“nether parts of the earth,” (Ezekiel, 
XXxi.. 18.) To these may be added 
Topheth, Emek Habbacha, the valley 
of weeping, or;Bacha, or balsam, or 
mulberry, (Psalm Ixxxiy., 7.) and 
Alukah, the horse leech or tho vam- 
pire. (Proverbs, xxx. 15.) 

Ail these names seem to indicate bell 
in its primary sense of Hades—tho 
covere] or unseen world—not hell in ite 
proper intendment of a place of tor- 
ment. 
this litter siguifleation is Gehinnom. 
Gehinnom, the valley of Hinnom, or 
Ge-ben-iltnnom, the valley of the son of 
hiiumen:—for it bears beth these names 
in Joshua, who mentions it in his de- 
scription of the borders of the tribe of 
Judah—was, says Rabbi David Kimchi 
er Radsk, as ho is commonly called, 
from tne first letters ia his name, a piace 
n the Isnd lying near Jerusalem, and 
the place was contemptible, and people 


| east their carcasses and pollutions,

ally burn their pollutions and their 
bones.” (Second Kings,. xiii, 10. } 
Therefore, by way of simile, says 
Radak, the place of judgment of the 
wicket was ealled Gehinnom.

hinnom, beesuse the valley of the son of 
liinnem, lying near Jerusalem, was a 
placa befouled, where children wor 
buracd in honorof Moloch.—Ninoteenth 
Century.

to an Editorial Questios—Some Good 
Charches to Go to on Saltry 
Summer Sandays. 


Upon receiving a request fora few 
points on church etiquette the editor of 


the Sunday-Schoo! Times forwarded it | 


to Mr. Burdette. His characteristic re- 
ply is now publisbed, to the everlasting 
confusion of certain guilty souls, and 
we feartbe utter indifference of otbers 
whose coat-of-mail is too closely Btted 
to be disturbed by the severest blows. 
Among the many good things said are 


these: 
How sball we bebave ourselves in 


church? Ob. well. it depends somewhat 
on the church we attend Each bas its 
own rules, carefully codified, for the 
guidance of the members in their atti- 
tude toward each other and toward 
strangers who may seek to worship 
with them. These rules are hung up 
in the pews, on the walls of the church. 
on the front of the pulpit. over the 
choir, everywhere. in plain sigit They 
are not printed on card board. but are 
made “plain upon tables. that he may 
run that readeth it.” and that is just 
what he wants to do somctimes The 
regular occupants of the pews. by man- 
ner, by expression of countenance. by 
significant gesture and action. translate 
these unwritten rules so clearly that 
every man may bear them speak in bis 
own lunguage, and “the wayfaring men, 
thongh fvols, need not err thercin.” 

The next time your journey leaves 
you stranded in the great and delightful 
city of Now Chicorkadelphia on the Sab- 
bath day. possibly your denominational 
preference will lead you to worship in 
the imposing edifice of Saint Dives of 
Giltedge. I have gone to that chureh 
Occasionally on hot Sundays’ in July. 
whon [ was fearful of sun-stroke, and 
couldn't afford to put ice on my head. 
The sugyestions here are Scriptural in 
form, and are so uplifting that the ordi-

A xEw method of storing grain is be- 
ing introduced, which is as remarkable 
as the invention of ensilage pits for 
Storage of fodder. Steel tanks are filled 
with the grain, and by a suction-pump 
the air is partly exhausted, and a quan- 
tity of carbonic acid gas is admitted. 
The valves being closed, the grain is ex- 

pected to remain for years without de- 
cay, and not liable to be injured by 
weevils, so destructive in the vast eleva- 
tors where grain is now stored. The 
cost is less, the storage per bushel be- 
ing about one-twelfth what it is under 
the present system. Farmers will be 
able to keep their grain till the markets 
are favorable and the proceedings of 
grain speculators will be checked. With 
a steel tank at an outlay of five hundred 


dollars, the grower will be able 0 Store | 


ten thousand bushels of wheat.

| A Chicago Journal Suggests a Fixed and 
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From Robert Allen Campbell's valu- 
lable work, entitled “Our Flag. or the 
Evolution of the Stars and Stripes,” we 
! Jearn that there bas never been any ac- 
| tion of Congress to determine in what 
manner the stars should be arranged 
in the union. In the original stars and 
stripesiof 1777 twelve stars encircled one 
large one in the center of the blue union 
In 1818 Congress fixed the horizontal 
Stripes alternate red and white at thir- 
teen. and the white stars in the blue 
union at twenty, to represent the nu:n- 
ber of States then in existence, and 
provided for the addition of one star 
for each new State on the Feurth of 
July next suceceding its admissicn. 
The first official flag displayed over 
the House of Representatives after 
passage of this act had the stars ar- 
ranged so as to form a large five- 
pointed star, concentric with the union, 
and some like arrangement ii2s often 
been attempted since, but witli indiffcr- 
ent success, owing to the arbiirary char- 
acter of the star design. 

It is time now, however, scys America, 
a patriotic Chicago periodical. tha: the 
disposition of the stars in the union wa3 
determined by something more worthy 
of National respect than the whim or 
the fancy of the incapables of the Navy 
Department.
